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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims 6-23 drawn to an invention nonelected with traverse in a 
response filed on 1/20/05. A complete reply to the final rejection must include cancellation of 
nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1. 144) See MPEP § 821.01. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Freudenberg (DE 
2971591 lU). 

Freudenberg discloses an annular unitizing element (element of figure 1 and 2) 
comprising a rotor engaging member (engaging member 1 that engages a member 5), a stator 
engaging member (2 that engages a member having surface 3) and a rear member (member 
having surface 7b or 7c). The radially outer surface of the unitizing element conq)rises two areas 
of different diameter (diameter of surface 10 and outer diameter of 1), one corresponding to the 
rotor engaging member (1) and the other corresponding to the rear member (the rear member has 
surface 10). The stator engaging member extends radially inward fi-om the radially inner side 
(inner side 16) of the annular unitizing member (the member 2 extends radially inward). 
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The juncture between the two areas of different diameters is substantially perpendicular 
to the axis of rotation (the junction is at 7a of the two areas and the junction is substantially 
perpendicular). 

The stator engaging members extends from about the axial midpoint of the unitizing 
element (the member 2 extends about the axial midpoint of the unitizing element). 
The unitizing element comprises a fluorinated polymer or resin. 

The unitizing element comprises filled polytetrafluoroethylene (this is a variants of ptfe). 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 6/9/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants argument that Freudenberg does not anticipate the invention is not persuasive 
because Freudenberg illustrates and discloses all the Hmitations of the claims. 

Applicants' argument that the radially outer surface of the unitizing element con^rises 
two area of different diameter is not persuasive because as see in figure 1, the Up 4 has a larger 
diameter than the wall that is perpendicular to 7a. 

Applicants' argument that Freudenberg does not suggest employing the device between a 
rotor and a stator is not persuasive because this is not claimed by the appUcant. Furthermore the 
device is between two surfaces that are relatively moving with respect to each other. 

5. In response to appUcant 's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
appUcant' s invention, it is noted that the features upon which appUcant reUes (i.e., unitizing 
element to connect and create a dynamic seal between a spinning rotor and stator) are not recited 
in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in Ught of the specification. 
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limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
R2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Furthermore Freudenberg discloses each of the stractural limitation of the invention.
